A CHANCE TO SAVE 

Private enterprise has provided the much- 
talked-of grain cleaning plant at Edmonton. It 
will not therefore be necessary for farmers in 
this district to pay—or lose—the freight on their 
weed seeds to Ft. William or Vancouver; and 
to then buy the screenings and pay return freight 
if they are required for feed. As against that 
money-wasting process, it ought to pay to have 
grain cleaned and ship only what the buyer pays 
for.

A LONG-DEVELOPING FAILURE 


Apparently the troubles of the Home Bank 
are not of recent origin or discovery: Sir Thomas 
White has been explaining that in his day as Min- 
ister of Finance he had to call the management 
to time, but he evidently took somebody’s word 
for it that the business of the concern had been 
put on a safe and sound basis.

DOING IT RIGHT. 


Assurances are forth-coming that there is no 
intention to stage an old-time buffalo hunt with 
all its gruesome details at the Wainwright park, 
and that the surplus animals will be slaughtered 
with all possible precautions against cruelty. That 
was to be supposed, despite rumors to the con- 
trary, and will be heartily approved by the 
public. The picture-makers can produce thrills 
enough without torturing dumb animals, and 
when they cannot do that it will be time to dis- 
pense with the thrills.

But there ought to be 
some way of getting that United States wheat 
shifted somewhere If there is anything in the 
claim that Canadian grain should be kept in 
Canadian channels it is equally plain that the 
channels should be kept clear for Canadian grain

In the current issue of the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Journal, the Canadian trade commissioner 
at Hamburg, Mr. L. D. Wilgress, has an interest- 
ing article on the process of reconstruction in 
Russia. The writer toured the Soviet realm in 
1921 and again during the past summer. He says | 
that two years ago ‘‘Russia was faced with a| 
‘total collapse of the economic fabric’? due to the | 
attempt to apply the communistic theory and 
make everybody work for the state. The Soviet | 
leader saw that the scheme would not work, and 
announced a new economic policy. What that 
amounted to was that the peasant was to be allow- | 
ed to sell his products where, when and to whom 
he pleased after paying his taxes, and that in 
considerable measure the individual rights to pro- | 
duce along other lines, and also to trade, was to 
be restored. As a direct result Russia, then on 
the verge of starvation, now has more food than 
it can consume, and the Government is trying io | 
find markets abroad for the surplus. Owing to the 


low prices of farm products there is small demand | 
for the products of the factories, most of which | 
have been retained by the Government. The rail- 
ways have been put into working condition, bans | 
allowed to re-open, and the restrictions upon priv 
ate enterprise otherwise relaxed. The country, 
the correspondent thinks, is a long way froin} 
prosperity, but it is on the road. He says: 
“Tt must not be assumed that conditions | 
‘‘have approached the pre-revolution standar |! 
“In spite of the great improvement during the | 
‘last two years, the total production is stilt | 
“considered below that of before the war 
‘‘while the standard of living of al! classes 1s 
‘‘also lower. The agricultural production of 
‘‘Russia is now only a little over half that of | 
**1913, while the industrial output is about; 
‘‘one-fifth, and the number of factory worker: | 
“approximately one-half. Real wages are a 
‘little more than half those received before the 
‘war. The traffic on the railways in 1922 was 
‘Jess than one-fourth that in 1913 and the| 
‘foreign trade in the former year totalled one- 
“eighth of the pre-war trade of Russia.’’ 

The chief handicap to more rapid advance- 
ment is the lack of capital. That can be under- 
stood. Foreigners are naturally disinclined to in- 
vest in a country governed by men who achieved 
power by preaching war against capital and capi- 
talists and celebrated their accession of office by 
a general confiscation of property. A further bar- 
rier is the fact that the Soviet forbids importati 
of luxuries and foreign goods of all sorts which 
can be produced in Russia. This effectively hin- 
ders the exchange of the surplus Russian crop for | 
foreign products and retards the recovery of the 
agricultural industry. From which it may be| 
gathered that the Canadian wheat grower need 
not apprehend a swamping of the European mar 
ket with Russian wheat in the immediate future. | 
If the Russian farmers cannot exchange their | 
wheat for British and other outside manufactured | 
goods they are hardly likely to sell heavily in the 
industrial countries which have to import food- | 
stuffs. And for the same reason there does not 
appear to be much chance of the Canadian manu 
facturer finding a large and profitable market in 
Russia, as has been hoped in some quarters. The | 
conclusion seems to be that while Russia is slowly 
recovering, thanks to the abandonment of cox- 
munism and the restoration of incentive to priv 
ate industry and enterprise, it is still down and 
out as a lively competitor with Canada in the 
wheat trade, and a closed area so far as our manu- |
